JUSTICE IN A “CUPBOARD.” 

The Worship-street PoliceCourt оп Wednes- 
day was held in а small room ordinarily set 
apart for one of the ofticials. This room had 
to provide seating accommodation for the 
rate, clerk, usher, press, and as man 
solicitors as might have business. In a:ddi- 
tion, prisoners, witnesses, and policemen had 
to be present, those not immediately con- 
cerned in the case under consideration finding 
accommodation in a narrow passage outside. 
Mr. Montagu Williams was the magistrate. 
Finding himself for the first time presiding 
in the room, he remarked, " І must say that 
isimpossible to administer justice іп а room 
like this, I do not know its size, but it is 
simply a cupboard, and they choose to turn 
the court into this place, and expect that 
those who have to attend here can find accom- 
modation. Why the work should be done in 
the hottest part of the year I don’t know. 
Anything more scandalous than this I never 
knew. ‘The magistrate is turned out of his 
room, and there із not a place to put one’s 
head in. It is nothing short of disgraceful, 
and a scandal to expect that justice can be 
properly administered under these circum- 
stances.
